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Sheriff advises valley residents about safety 


The Los Angeles County Sheriff’s Department 
continues to work with the Los Angeles Police 
Department, and police departments from Arcadia, 
Monrovia, Monterey Park and Glendale in forming 
a task force to investigate the recent murders and 
attacks hy a lone assailant in the San Gabriel 
and San Lernando Valleys. 

Sheriff’s Deputy .lolin Broussard says the at¬ 
tacker seems to be responsible for at least “six 
or seven incidents.’’ 

There are 25 cases that are now being inves¬ 
tigated. He says his department refuses to discuss 
specifically those six or seven that have been at¬ 
tributed to the assailant because L.A. Sheriff Sher¬ 



man Block does not want to create a false sense 
of security if they are ruled unrelated and he does 
not want to create panic or extra alarm in cities 
where the crimes were committed. 

When asked if the early morning bludgeoning 
of the 16-year-old Sierra Madre female is still being 
considered the work of the assailant, Broussard 
says, “It is still included in the approximately 25 
cases we’re looking into. It has not been ruled 
out. We look at similarities as well as dissimilar¬ 
ities.’’ 

He says, “We can tie him (the suspect) into 
five to six cases he’s actually responsible for. In 
all cases, entries were ntade Ihrough open doors or 
open windows. He did not force his way into the 
homes.’’

He describes the assailant: “He is very smart, 
experienced and extremely dangerous. He knows 
what he’s doing and he’s smart enough to move 
around. It would be very poor investigative pro¬ 
cedures to say he’s changing his modus operandi 
or it’s not him when we’re discussing specific 
eases. We have to be extremely protective of all 
information we have. Only the assailant knows 
tnatiy of the specifics of the crime. We want to 
rule out the possibility of copy cat attacks.’’ 

Broussard reiterated safety suggestions for 
eweryone to observe: 

• Lock hotnes completely, including all doors and 
all windows even when the weather is hot. 

• Make sure there is adequate lighting inside the 
home and oti the perimeter of the home. 


• Trim the shrubs around the home back so the 
home is not hidden. 

• Participate in a Neighborhood Watch program 
and report every suspicious activity or person in the 
neighborhood no matter how insignificant it may 
appear. 

“We cannot stress enough the importance of 
extreme safety. The assailant is walking into homes 
that are unlocked. Each community has the respon 
sibility to lock up and light up. 1 know it’s a bit 
uncomfortable to sleep in a home that is closed 
up, but there arc locking devices with which win¬ 
dows and even doors can be locked open just a 
little so that no one can enter but a little air can

Gun sales up; more police on duty, says chief 


Sierra Madre Police Chief Bill Betts told The 
News that all law enforcement agencies in this area 
are reporting an increase iti gun sales as well as re¬ 
quests for instruction on how to operate fireartns. 
The reason for this, of eouise. is the reeetit wide¬ 
spread incidence of rapes bludgeotiings ^hootitigs 
and knifings in the San Gttbiiel and S;ui 1 ertiando 
Valleys. 

Betts says the local department reeei\es reports 
of firearm sales by local residents Irotn area dealers. 

“The paper work takes awhile to ptoeess, some¬ 
times as long as two weeks,’’ Betts says. 

He also reports that there are tnore officers 
on duty these days in Sierra Madre. 

Is the local department plamiing any eom- 


numiiy meeting soon? “Not at this point. It is a 
possibility if it would be worthwhile,’’ he says, “I 
winild like to see Neighborhood Watch programs 
itieretise. They are a practical demonstration of 
w hat we urge people to do for safety.’’ 

Betts agreed with the L.A. Sheriff’s Deparl- 
ment that the local department was receiving more 
phone calls from citizens with infortnation about 
suspicious petsotis 01 oceurretices. 

Sierra Madre Police have a home security 
cheek which is coupled with the Neighborhood 
Watch program in which residetits may request the 
police to come out atid check the safety of their 
homes.

Capt. Neal .lohnson, acting chief of police for 
.Arcadia, met with over 4(X) people last Wednesday 
night, at 1st Avenue .Ir. High School, to discuss 
crime in the area and ways for the cotnimmities to 
pull together to fight the probletn. 

.lohnson said, “The police department is only 
as good as the public it serves and must have the 
public’s total support.’’ 

.lohnson provided the group with tips on how 
to discourage burglars. 

— 1. Secure the house by locking all your doors 
before you go to bed. 

— 2. Take extra precautions as you etiter and leave 
your home. 

— 3. Always leave lights on when you leave so 
that the house looks occupied. 

— 4. Leave some lights on when you go to bed. 

— 5. Don’t leave unsecure windows opeti. 

— 6. Cull the 911 nutnber if you suspect any¬ 
thing. 

“We would rather have a 100 false alarm calls 
than miss one that was the real thing,” said 
.1 ohnson. 

Johnson also mentioned that there are 
still some computer errors in the 911 system 
and not all addresses are listed correctly. 
You should call the 911 number and verify 
your address with them. If it is incorrect, 
it will take about a week to re-program the 
correct data. 


W hen asked if hatidguiis would be wise to have 
at home for ptoiection, .lohnsoti said, “They arc, 
hut only if used with extreme caution because they 
are very dangerous in the hands of the untrained 
or itiexperietieed. Lhey should only be used in the 


hatids of men who have had a lot of experienee 
with guns.’’

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Sheriffs Dept, 
offers aids to 
personal safety 

The following release was sent from 
the Los Angeles County Sheriff’s Dept. Ed. 

During recent months, a considerable 
number of sexual assaults and murders 
have occurred throughout Los Angeles 
County. Subsequent investigation has re¬ 
vealed that in many of the cases which 
have occurred in victims’ homes, the re¬ 
sidence windows and doors had been left 
unlocked apparently because of the 
lengthy spell of warm weather. 

It was also determined that in some 
instances, neighbors of the victims had 
observed some type of suspicious ac¬ 
tivity in their neighborhood before the 
attack. 

“A number of recent murders in the 
San Gabriel Valley area may have been 
committed by the same individual,” says 
Sheriff Biock. “Don’t leave your windows 
open and your doors unlocked and be 
alert for suspicious persons and cars,” 
continued the Sheriff. 

“No matter how insignificant your ob¬ 
servation may seem, contact your loyal 
law enforcement agency so that they can 
respond appropriately. Be alert for any 
unusual activity in your neighborhood, 
particularly during the late evening and 
early morning hours. Jot down descip- 
tions of unknown persons and record the 
make, color and license number of any 
suspicious vehicles.” 

Summer tips 
on driving 

The Greater Los Angeles Chapter 
National Safety Council offers these safe¬ 
ty tips for motorists traveling for holiday 
celebration this summer: 

• When driving across the country, 
or even to the corner store,fasten your 
safety belt and put children in approved 
child safety seats. The Safety Council 
estimates that between 12,000 and 15,000 
lives could be saved each year if motorists 
and passengers buckled up. 

• Obey the posted speed limit. 

• If you plan on drinking, don’t drive. 
Use the “designated driver” program — 
one member of a group refrains from 
drinking alcoholic beverages and assures 
the rest of the group gets home safely. 

• Drive defensively. Be on the look¬ 
out for drunk drivers. Slow down and look 
both ways when approaching an intersec¬ 
tion. 

• Be on the lookout for pedestrians 
and bicyclists.

Response to S. Kelly; 
explanation of parking 
committee’s work 

During the past few 
weeks I have tried to 
avoid becoming involved 
in the continuing battle 
that S. Kelly finds neces¬ 
sary to wage in the Pub¬ 
lic Forum of the Sierra 
Madre News. Her last 
“cheap shot” at the 
Parking Committee in the 
August 8 edition encour¬ 
aged me to speak out. 
Furthermore, I have 
wanted to publicly com¬ 
mend the writer signed 
Parking Crunch Shopper, 
who so clearly and con¬ 
cisely brought out many 
of the facts in the let¬ 
ter published July 18. 
While it was stated on 
August 1, that the anony¬ 
mous individual’s name is 
available to the public, at 
this date I am unaware 
of their identity. 

1 am completely appall¬ 
ed that a resident of this 
town would, for any rea¬ 
son, find it necessary to 
lambaste publicly a 
group of dedicated in¬ 
dividuals who volunteered 
to serve the city in deal¬ 
ing with, lo say the least, 
an extremely difficult sit¬ 
uation, the solution of 
which is bound to nega¬ 
tively impact some seg¬ 
ment of Ihe downtown 
area. 

S. Kelly’s very limited 
experience with the func¬ 
tioning of this city’s gov¬ 
ernment as well as her 
lack of background in 
volunteer efforts of any 
duration in Sierra Madre 
might serve as some jus¬ 
tification for ignorance. 
However, to publicly 
display that ignorance at 
the expense of others is 
totally inexcusable. 

W iih the council’s con¬ 
currence (but not en¬ 
couragement) I formed 
Ihe I’arking Committee 
due to the public out¬ 
cry of residents and busi¬ 
nesspersons because of 
the impending increase 
in parking problems that 
would ensue should the 
former city hall become 
a restaurant as proposed 
by Ihe developer. While 
the restaurant never ma¬ 
terialized, the necessity to- 
deal with existing and 
future parking require¬ 
ments was plainly high¬ 
lighted. 

It was my first hope 
that a commission might 
be constituted rather than 
a committee. This would 
have allowed the mem-

A new office building 
is under construction at

The 
signs designating this 
area as a public parking 
lot have been removed 
and a sign at curbside 


bers broader authority 
to function within para¬ 
meters that would be con¬ 
ducive to addressing the 
problem and getting 
something accomplished. 
Obviously, the city coun¬ 
cil sitting as the Parking 
Commission wasn’t get¬ 
ting anything done. 

Three attempts to form 
a commission were voted 
down by my colleagues 
on the council. They sim¬ 
ply didn’t want to re¬ 
linquish any of their auth¬ 
ority over the downtown 
parking districts and I saw 
the futility of my ef¬ 
forts. 

It is ironic that the 
dual entity of the coun- 
cil/Parking Commission 
has proven time after 
time to be unable or 
unwilling to cope with 
or even address the pro¬ 
blem to accomplish worth¬ 
while objectives regard¬ 
ing business district park¬ 
ing. Occasionally they 
vote on recommenda¬ 
tions concerning over¬ 
night parking restrictions 
or fees. One might think 
they would be overjoyed 
to have diligent, hard¬ 
working professionals to 
relieve them of what 
seems to be a negative 
aspect of their many re¬ 
sponsibilities. 

When the committee 
first made their recom¬ 
mendations the council 
would have been well ad¬ 
vised to place a tempor¬ 
ary moratorium on de¬ 
velopment or construction 
in the proposed action 
areas. Whether this mora¬ 
torium was for 30 days 
or six months it would 
have allowed the council 
time to intelligently study 
the facts and reach a 
conclusion without being 
forced into a hasty de¬ 
cision which effectively 
negated the main thrust 
of the work of the Park¬ 
ing Committee and des¬ 
troyed a very viable op¬ 
tion available to resolve 
the problem. 

While the council has 
a very serious and time 
consuming responsibility 
to be “caretakers” of the 
city today, they also have 
a more serious respon¬ 
sibility to study and de¬ 
vise plans and then take 
a pro-active stance to 
cope with the problems 
destined to be a part of 
the future. The alterna¬ 
tive is simply to continue 
to “put out fires” by 
reacting to situations that 
could have been foreseen 

on Baldwin states “Free 
Parkitig” and point to 
the west side of Bald¬ 
win. No indication that 
this lot is still for pub¬ 
lic parkitig. 

Are the city fathers 
pulling a fast one and 
donating this lot to the 
owner of this new of¬ 
fice building? If so, 
(and it seems so), by 
what authority can they 
do this with public pro¬ 
perty? 

Very strange that they 
suddenly can beautify 
this parking lot when for 
years we have been try- 


but just were not dealt 
with. 

Without a plan or 
direction, the scenarios 
of the future will pro¬ 
ceed exactly as they have 
in the past. 

(1) A situation will 
arise concerning the 
downtown parking 
problem. 

(2) The council will 
be stormed by dis¬ 
gruntled business 
persons, and/or 
shoppers. 

(3) A study group, ad 
hoc committee or 
task force will be 
formed to study 
the problem. 

(4) Through the 
course of time or 
neglect, the furor 
will naturally sub¬ 
side and calm will 
be restored. 

(5) The committee will 

report its recom¬ 
mendations. 

(6) The committee will 

be thanked for 
their work and the 
report will be filed 
with all other con¬ 
troversial reports 
deep in the city 
hall basement. 

Next move is to wait 
for event number one to 
occur again and then pro¬ 
ceed through number six 
ad infinitum. 

And finally for S. 
Kelly’s benefit. The vast 
majority of residents in 
Sierra Madre are thank¬ 
ful for the many indi¬ 
viduals w ho accept when 
called upon to undertake 
a task and then give of 
their time and talents to 
work for the betterment 
of the community. Whe¬ 
ther the citizens agree or 
disagree with the efforts 
of the volunteers or their 
conclusions, they do not 
chastise them and ques¬ 
tion their integrity. They 
do not make caustic state¬ 
ments that the groups 
are “jokes” or “little 
boys.” 

You are right, S. Kelly, 
that too few attend coun¬ 
cil meetings but then again 
where were you prior to 
the date your own spe¬ 
cial interest became in¬ 
volved? 

With an election due 
next April, I am sure 
there will be a few 
additions to the audience 
at council meetings bet¬ 
ween now and then. The 
ones to watch for are 
those who have just 
taken a sudden interest 
in the welfare of the 
city.

“Housetraining Your Kitten” 

The first lesson your eat is taught by 
its mother is the function of a litter box. 
At about 4 weeks of age, a mother eat will 
instruct her kittens in the proper use of the 
litter box. 

Eliminating in sand is a natural instinct 
for cals, so kittens are naturally attracted to 
the litter and are usually housetrained by the 
time they are 6 weeks old. 

When you adopt a kitten, be sure to have 
a litter box ready which is low enough to be 
accessible to the kitten. Kittens can be frighten¬ 
ed in new surroundings, so it’s a good idea 
to place the box in a quiet area and be sure 
your cat can find it easily. 

To encourage regular use of the box, keep 
it clean and don’t disturb your kitten when 
she is in the box. Avoid associating unpleasant

or shredded paper, or try a different brand of 
litter and move the box to a more private 
spot. 

Even though using a litter box is instinctual, 
some eats may have house accidents. If this 
occurs, reprimand her with a firm “No,” 
lake her to the litter box and praise her 
when she’s in the box. This only works if you 
can catch your eat in the “act,” otherwise, 
she won’t know what the reprimand is for. If 
the problem persists, it could be a sign of a 
medical problem. An exam by the vet will 
confirm or rule out this possibility.

“Many people think they are locking up their 
homes adequately, but they’re not. Remember 
that he’s going to get in. If your home is locked 
up, it won’t be yours. He will go next door or 
down the street where he can get in with no 
problem.” 

Broussard explains, “Louvred windows are 
terrible. There is only one way to prevent their 
being opened easily and that is to place epoxy 
glue into the metal frames. In that way, the louvres 
cannot be taken out unless they are broken.” 

He continues, “When I used to do home 
security checks, I would find tools such as pliers 
and screwdrivers in backyards. In that way, you’re 
giving the burglar a key to get inside your home. 
Many people become security conscious after a 


crime. It’s too late then. If your home is secure, 
you won’t know if someone has tried to get in.” 

Broussard says that victims run the gamut in 
age, from 16 to mid-80s, from women who are 
living alone, women living together, couples. There 
arc attacks with blunt instruments, knives, guns. 
Some homes are ransacked and some arc not. 
Some of the people have been murdered, some 
have not. 

The areas involved include two valleys, the San 
Gabriel and San Fernando Valleys, northeast and 
northwest Los Angeles County. 

“It is difficult to pinpoint the assailant in all 
eases because there’s such a differentiation between 
many of the cases,” Broussard says.

can cover a wide area without the individual having 
to be an excellent marksman. 

He also recommended that if you own a 
gun not to come outside to investigate sus¬ 
pected problems with it. The police might al¬ 
ready be there and they can’t tell if you are 
one of the good guys or not; all they see Is 
that gun. 

Johnson also eautioned that owning a gun does 
not give the owner much of a handicap over a 
burglar. An intruder still has the element of 
surprise over a sleepy resident. The best way to 
keep an intruder out is by taking preventive 
measures to ensure that an intruder can’t get in. 
F-'or example, recent crimes here were committed 
when the intruder entered the home through open 
windows that were left open due to the summer 
heal wave. However, there arc safe ways to ven¬ 
tilate your home. 

Johnson mentioned locking screens or using 
your air conditioner and spend a little more on 
your electric bill. 

Johnson also mentioned that it is very im¬ 
portant that we help our neighbors when they are 
on vacation. Turn on their lights for them, pick up 
their mail, park one of your cars in their drive¬ 
way and keep an eye open for suspicious events. 
Even an ornery dog can serve as a real deterrent. 

When asked if the Guardian Angels had helped 
much, Johnson replied, “I don’t think they are 
very effective in stopping crime by walking our 
streets at night. We had already increased the size 
of our police protection by doubling the patrols, 
adding plain clothes officers and are working with 
task forces from other cities. 

“What will help our community the most is the 
continued implementation of Neighborhood Watch 
programs.”
